ATHENS, July 18—(BUP) 
—Guerillas in nofthwestern 
Greece scattered today under 
heavy strafing attacks from 
Greek aircraft, but a fresh 
guerilla force was reported 
forming in Albania. 
Greek War Minister 
George Stratos said the 
new guerilla force was 
Sighted behind Lake 
Presba, at We juncture 
of the Albania, Yugoslav 
and Greek frontiers, 
Stratos said measures 
were being taken to meet a 
possible new attack. 

GREEK AIRCRAFT, meanwhile 
shot up the gucrillas which the 
Greek government claimed invaded 
Greece from Albania on Sunday. 
The air ministry announced that 
800 guerrillas presumably including 


those turned back from the gates 
of Ioannina (Yanina), were spotted 
near Zagiria. 

Greek fighter planes, the air 
ministry said, raked the wooded 
area with machine gun fire, Pilots 
believed they inflicted “heavy cas- 
ualties.” 


The Greek Army reported that 
guerillas from the Kalpaki area 
were splitting into smaller and 
smaller groups , some “fleeing” 
north-eastward through Mt. Gra- 
mos, and some “fleeing” south- 
eastward toward Metsovo. 

The group headed for Metsovo 
appeared to be “fleeing” deeper

Family Immigration

Dog Lovers — and Others 


The news columns record the case of a 
57-year-old spinster in Kentucky who died 
and left $1,000 to her pet dog. To her 90- 
year-old mother she left $300. 

There is a current superstition that peo- 
ple who do not Iove dogs are untrustworthy, 
cruel and unsocial. This may or may not 
be true. Certainly a good many people do 
not like dogs. And the incident recorded 
above is one of the reasons why they don't 
like them. 

It is not difficult to become very fond 
of any well-behaved animal. But it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to keep from disliking them 
intensely when other people, like this Ken- 
tucky spinster ,make such unutterable fools 
of themselves over animals. 

Perhaps that is one of the chief reasons 
why so many people mildly dislike dogs in a 
city. The average city dog is an unhappy 
creature and he‘is frequently made more un- 

fappy and more conspicuously out of place 
by the inordinate pampering given him by 
his owner. 

Dogs are dogs and humans are humans. 
When people confuse the two and treat dogs 
with more care than they treat their fellow- 
humans, the dog always becomes an object of 


ants is a vicious and sinister doctrine, as un- 
fair as it is foolish. 

The trouble, however, is that the age of 
diminishing competency varies so greatly 
among individuals. Deterioration sets in at 
widely differing ages. Thus, one man may 
be as good at 75 as another man is at 55. 

Under these circumstances, the rule of 
enforced retirement could perhaps be made 
a little more elastic. For instance, in the 
bill denounced by Senator Roebuck, why 
would it not fit all needs if the retirement 
were merely made permissible at 65? In 
short, men who were ageing too much at 65 
could be retired, while those who were still 
fully competent at 65 could be retained. 

This is something about which no pro- 
cedure can be too dogmatic. As the rule 
stands now, it is going to inflict unnecess- 
ary hardship on many. 


Bubonic Plague 

Bubonic plague has been 
among gophers in parts of Alberta, it has 
been announced by the provincial entomolo- 
gist who declares that the best way to re- 
duce all risk of the disease is to destroy the 
gophers. 

This is a recommendation that should be 
carried out in an extensive manner through- 
out the entire province. 

The dangers of various plagues of this 
kind are materially reduced, of course, by 
modern sanitation and the efficiency of med- 
ical services. But the menace does exist. 
And once bubonic got loose among the peo- 
ple of this or any other province, a tremen- 
dous loss of life would ensue. 

The threat of bubonic is always present 
wherever animal carriers exist. The disease 
germs are usually carried from the Orient 
by rats. There are no rats as yet in Alberta 
except those brought in inadvertently ‘in 
freight cars and packing cases. But the bu- 
bonic germs can be transferred by the rats to 
owls and squirrels and other animals and | 
birds and given in turn to the native gopher 
of Alberta. } 

Every effort should be made, of course, 
to keep the rat out of Alberta. But equally 
important is to destroy other animal carriers.
